The assassin, who was armed with a revolver, is 
variously reported as a civilian and an officer 


of the army reserve. 


- ‘He afterwards: - shot himself. 
Major-General Peefft’s A.D.C. was 
wounded. 

Eye-witnesses of the assassina- 
tidn state that a man with a re- 
volver in each hand, fired at the 
officers at close range. 

The murderer is stated to be a 
man named Vassoff, who had 
served a term of imprisonment 
and had been released on a par- 
don from the King. 


KING RETURNING 


Shortly after the crime it was 
learned that King Boris, who has 
been staying at the Summer 
Palace at Varna, was proceeding 
_to the capital by special train.
